Wage Freeze 


Thaw Allows 


Merit Raises 


Relaxation Aimed 
At Allowing Normal 
Day-To-Day Increases. 


WASHINGTON Up — The gov­ 
ernment’s wage-salary freeze thaw­ 
ed out enough today to permit 
"merit” and “length-of-service” pay 
increases for millions of workers. 
Relaxation of the rigid ceilings 
Imposed Jan. 25 on all wages and 
salaries was announced last night 
by the wage stabilization board 
(WSB). 
Officials 
emphasized, 
however, 
that the action was not a go-ahead 
for across-the-board wage or salary 
hikes. A member of the nine-man 
board said it was designed entirely 
to permit what he called “normal 
day-to-day adjustments.” 
PROMOTIONS ALLOWED 
In addition to sanctioning “merit” 
and “length-of-servlce” increases, 
the thaw also gave overall approval 
for employers to boost wages of 
workers promoted from one job to 
another. 
It also approved so-called ’’differ­ 
ential” or “premium” payments to 
employees who áre transíerre<’ from 
one position to another where, for 
instance, night work or specialized 
tasks call for higher pay. 
The wage board acted after it be­ 
came evident that the general wage 
freeze had thrown a serious crimp 
into the labor and production poli­ 
cies of many industries including 
those in vital defense work. 
THREE DEVELOPMENTS 
There were also these other de­ 
velopments in the field of economic 
controls: 
1—The office of price stabilization 
(OPS) lifted retail coal ceilings to 
allow sellers to pass on to consumers 
the cost of an earlier price increase 
allowed producers. 
* 
Tha action permits soft coal prices 
to rise an average of 25 cents a ton 
and hard coal (anthracite) 90 cents, 
though the increases will vary widely 
depending on the locality and the 
size and grade of coal. OP8 offi 
dais said they do not expect prices 
actually to rise the full amount per­ 
mitted, because coal is in such lively 
competition with oil and gas. 
2—The National Production Au­ 
thority banned the use of aluminum 
in more than 200 civilian items, ef­ 
fective April 1, sharply cut the 
amount of the metal that fabricators 
can use for non-defense output, and 
promised still fighter restrictions 
June 1. 
3—NPA also restricted non-essen­ 
tial uses of natural rubber, cut the 
amount of synthetic available for 
new automobile tires, and provided 
tor more so-called “camel back” 
rubber for recapping. New rubber 
available for civilian uses was slash­ 
ed 8 per cent for February and 
March.

Civilian Spotters Join 
In Air Defense Tests 


Civilian plane spotters and 
filter board workers in Marin 
and three west coast states will 
do their bit today and tomorrow 
in the final phases of the gi­ 
gantic western states air de­ 
fense test. 


The Air Force said approxi­ 
mately 36,000 civilians in Wash­ 
ington, Oregon and California 
will be on the alert for jets and 
bombing planes participating In 
the mock aerial warfare test, 
which started Tuesday. 


These spotters will report their 
plane sightings to filter boards 
located in various cities, and the 


boardroom workers will plot the 
aircrafts’ courses and report to 
Air Force headquarters. 
This participatiQn by 'spotters 
is to augment the radar facilities 
composing the coast’s air warn­ 
ing screen. 
Air defense of the area from 
the Canadian border to Mexico, 
and from the Pacific to the 
Rocky mountains is going “rea­ 
sonably well,” in the maneuvers, 
said Maj. Gen. Hugo P. Rush, 
commanding 
general 
of 
the 
Western Air Defense at his 
Hamilton Field headquarters. 
The “enemy” planes are B-20 
and B-50 bombers of the Strate- 


gic Air Command. They choose 
their own altitudes and time for 
coming in Tor the mock attacks 
on strategic points. 
Defense planes include F-94 
Jets, F*84 Thunderjetg and F-86 
Saberjets of the Air Force, Navy 
and Marine Corps. 
Rush said numerous intercepts 
have been made across the en­ 
tire coast area. 
“The actual number of ‘kills* 
and ‘probables’ is still unknown, 
and will be until after the 
maneuvers have ended,” Rush 
added. 
The maneuvers will be con­ 
cluded at midnight Sunday.

Highway Tax Fund 


Marin county will receive $85,- 
107.63 from the Highway Users Tax 
Fund for the last quarter of 1950, 
State Controller Thomas H. Kuchel 
announced today. 
California’s 58 counties split up 
$13,103,933 from a total distribution 
of $42,282,985 gained from gasoline 
taxes; $24,027,871 was deposited In 
the state highway fund for building 
state highways, while $5,151,121 was 
placed in the fund for allocation to 
the cities. 
County allotments ranged from 
$4 ,056,145 for Los Angeles county 
down to Alpine county’s $15,587. All 
distributions are made in accord­ 
ance with a prescribed formula in 
the Streets and-Highways Code. 
Marin county’s share was exceed­ 
ed by 38 of California’s 58 counties; 
only 19 received 1 ess. Marin got ap­ 
proximately 1/15$ of the total.

At least one union leader acted on 
the order of W. P. Kennedy, presi­ 
dent of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, and said he hoped to have 
his men back to work by early thia 
afternoon, Pacific Standard time. 
Kennedy’s telegram read as fol­ 
lows: 
“You must use every method at 
your command in cooperation with 
the vice presidents who are now 
working day and night to bring an 
end to this unauthorized stoppage 
of work.” 
But this telegram went out yester­ 
day and today the walkouts were 
spreading.

A concise, practical explanation of 
what’s wrong with America was 
given by Father James Keller at 
Dominican College last night before 
a crowd of more than 900 persons. 
Straight from the shoulder he told 
the causes, symptoms, and cure for 
this country’s greatest weaknesses.

“We are standing on the brink of 
the moat refreshing peace the world 
has ever known or the most terrible 
disaster,” he said, “apd it will be 
decided in five or 10 years through 
the United States, by people like 
you. 
“Too many are condemning others 
and dont see the fault within them­ 
selves.” 
Father Keller got down to rock 
bottom in discussing 
the seven 
careers which he calls vital: govern­ 
ment, television, atomic energy, col­ 
lege teaching, labor relations, social 
service, and secretarial work with 
a purpose. 
He showed his audience a large 
advertisement which bajj appeared 
in newspapers throughout the coun­ 
try. It was aij attempt to get peo­ 
ple to work in 14 different branches 
of the State Department. 
It ap­ 
peared nearly five months after the 
Korean war had started. On Dec. 
7 of last year the New York Herald 
Tribune announced that only a few 
people had answered the ad. And 
to this day, said Father Keller, the 
State 
Department 
cannot 


enough job applicants. 
"That’s 
bad sign in any country,” he said. 
The Father went on to the other 
vital careers, showing how wide open 
they are. In no uncertain terms he 
told the reason. 
“Parents discourage their children 
from low-paying jobs.” He told of a 
poll that was taken in which nine 
out of ten parents disapproved of 
government jobs for their children. 
“You can’t wreck any government 
more quickly.” he said. 
In the teaching profession the 
situation is the same, he pointed out. 
“And in television, companies are 
wondering where the good writing 
is going to come from. . . and every­ 
body*« waiting for somebody to pro­ 
vide good programs.” He explained 
how tbs problem was similar in 
every field. 
Father Keller quoted a Readers 
Digest article that “the good poepte 
of America are wrecking the coun­ 
try.” By doing nothing, he meant. 
Meanwhile the CommunMs are 
out working, being creative, and act­ 
ing as apostles “People who believe 
In hell work Ilka helL” 


“The devil has only one job: 
keeping the good talking to them­ 
selves and keeping the nuts talking 
to everybody else,” said Father Kell­ 
er. 
' 


Having stated the problem, the 
Father said: “I’m interested in the 
cure.” He gave numerous examples 
of what could be done if there were 
only the will. “The woods are full 
of good people—the only problem is 
getting them out of the woods.” 


Bringing in the religious character 
of his famous movement, he said, “It 
narrows down to ’for Christ’ or 
‘against Christ’ . . . we must follow 
the four words of Christ: love, pray, 
go, teach . . . we must love every­ 
body.” 


Christian love is the only real ob­ 
stacle to Communism, he explained. 
Father Keller began describing 
his Christopher movement. 
“Our 
only fear is we’re not going fast 
enough.” 


But he gave indications of great 
progress. There are 310,000 persons 
who get information from tha New 


York City office of the Christopher 
movement. Expenditures are half a 
million dollars a year and may be 
a million next year. 
The money comes from unsolicit­ 
ed donations. There are 6000 persons 
who send money every month, and 
one man who sends $8,000 a year 
regularly. 
Father Keller says “there are so 
many clubs where people pay dues 
and do nothing, we decided we’d 
rather have them pay nothing and 
do something.” That is an idea of 
the organization’s freedom which, 
its leader says, is to bring out the 
sense of personal initiative and re­ 
sponsibility. 
He explained the progress of the 
movement in the distribution of 
books, and especially Father Keller’s 
“Careers That ~hange Your World” 
There are a million books in circu­ 
lation and the movement has given 
away 100,000 free books. 
Focketbook editions are in their 
second printing and Father Keller 
thinks sates may go into the mil­ 
lions, 
He toM of progress with 


films the movement is making, and 
the career guidance schools that are 
being established. 
After his talk Father Keller ans­ 
wered questions from the floor. 
He was introduced by Marin Su­ 
perior Judge Jordan L. Martinelli 
of San Rafael.

Wage Freeze 


Thaw Allows 


Merit Raises 


Relaxation Armed 
At Allowing Normal 
Day-To-Day Increases 


WASHINGTON (JP) — The gov­ 
ernment’s wage-salary freeze thaw­ 
ed out enough today to permit 
“merit” and “length-of-service” pay 
increases lor millions of workers. 
Relaxation of the rigid ceilings 
imposed Jan. 25 on all wages and 
salaries was announced last night 
by the wage stabilization board 
(WSBn 
Officials 
emphasized, 
however, 
that the action was not a go-ahead 
for across-the-board wage or salary 
hikes. A member of the nine-man 
board said it was designed entirely 
to permit what he called “normal 
day-to-day adjustments.” 
PROMOTIONS ALLOWED 
In addition to sanctioning “merit” 
and 
“length-of-service” 
increases, 
the thaw also gave overall approval 
for employers to boost wages of 
workers promoted from one job to 
another. 
It also approved so-called ‘'differ­ 
ential” or “premium” payments to 
employees who áre transferred from 
one position to another where, for 
instance, night work or specialized 
tasks call for higher pay. 
The wage board acted after it be 
came evident that the general wage 
freeze had thrown a serious crimp 
into the labor and production poli­ 
cies of many industries including 
those in vital defense work. 
THREE DEVELOPMENTS 
There were also these other de­ 
velopments in the field of economic 
controls: 
1—The office of price stabilization 
(OPS) lifted retail coal ceilings to 
allow sellers to pass on to consumers 
the cost of an earlier price increase 
allowed producers. 
* 
The action permits soft coal prices 
to'rise an average of 25 cents a' ton 
and hard coal (anthracite) 90 cents 
though the increases will vary widely 
depending on the locality and the 
size and grade of coal. OPS offi­ 
cials'said they do not expect prices 
actually to rise the full amount per­ 
mitted, because coal is in such lively 
competition with oil and gas. 
2—The National Production Au­ 
thority banned the use of aluminum 
in more than 200 civilian items, ef­ 
fective April 1, sharply cut the 
amount of the metal that fabricators 
can use for non-defense output, and 
promised still tighter restrictions 
June 1. 
3—MPA also restricted non-essen­ 
tial uses of natural rubber, cut the 
amount of synthetic available for 
new automobile tires, and provided 
for more so-called “camel back” 
rubber for recapping. 
New rubber 
available for civilian uses was slash­ 
ed 8 per cent for February and 
March.

Civilian plane spotters and 
filter board workers in Marin 
and three west coast states will 
do their bit today and tomorrow 
in the final phases of the gi­ 
gantic western states air de­ 
fense test. 


The Air Force said approxi­ 
mately 36,000 civilians in Wash­ 
ington, Oregon and California 
will be on the alert for jets and 
bombing planes participating in 
the mock aerial warfare test, 
which started Tuesday. 


These spotters will report their 
plane sightings to filter boards 
located in various cities, and the 


boardroom workers will plot the 
aircrafts’ courses and report to 
Air Force headquarters. # 
This participaticjn by spotters 
is to augment the radar facilities 
composing the coast’s air warn­ 
ing screen. 
Air defense of the area from 
the Canadian border to Mexico, 
and from the Pacific to the 
Rocky mountains is going “rea­ 
sonably well,” in the maneuvers, 
said Maj. Gen. Hugo P. Rush, 
commanding 
general 
of 
the 
Western Air Defense at his 
Hamilton Field headquarters. 
The “enemy” planes are B-20 
and B-50 bombers of the Strate­ 


gic Air Command. They choose 
their own altitudes and time for 
coming in "for the mock attacks 
on strategic points. 
Defense planes include F-94 
Jets, F*4W Thunderjet* and F-86 
Saberjets of the Air Force, Navy 
and Marine Corps. 
Rush said numerous intercepts 
have been made across the en­ 
tire coast area. 
“The actual number of ‘kills’ 
and 'probables’ is still unknown, 
and will be until after the 
maneuvers have ended,” Rush 
added. 
The maneuvers will be con­ 
cluded at midnight Sunday.

"That’s 
bad sign in any country,” he said. 
The Father went on to the other 
vital careers, showing how wide open 
they are. In no uncertain terms he 
told the reason. 
“Parents discourage their children 
from low-paying jobs.” He told of a 
poll that was taken in which nine 
out of ten parents disapproved of 
government Jobs for their children. 
You can’t wreck any government 
more quickly,” he said. 
In the teaching profession the 
situation is the same, he pointed out 
“And in television, companies are 
wondering where the good writing 
is going to come from. . . and every­ 
body’s waiting for somebody to pro­ 
vide good programs.”

Air Defense Games 


Since early Thursday morning a deadly serious 
game is being played in the air over Marin and 
all the Pacific coast of the United States. Planes 
streak hither and yon at breakneck speed, from 
the ground apparently bent on going nowhere.

Maybe there should be a law against making 
too many laws. At any rate, in the first part of 
the current session of the California Legislature 
there were no less than 5,167 measures intro­ 
duced. That's a record. And while only a frac­ 
tion of them will ever get serious consideration, 
as their sponsors well know, it will cost the state 
printing office $225,000 and 400 tons of paper

Human Body Makes, Uses Two Poisons 


BERKELEY—Formaldehyde and 
formic arid, two compounds which 
are poisonous to man, paradoxical­ 
ly play a critically important role 
in the chemistry of the body. 
Formaldehyde is used for tanning 
leather and as a disinfectant For­ 
mic arid is a poisonous chemical 
found in nettles and alto used by 
ants to sting their foes. 
The body not only makes the two 
poisons their manufacture and use 
at building blocks appear to be the 
center of a chemical cycle which 
may throw new light on basic pro­ 
cesses of cancer, hardening of the 
arteries, high blood pressure and 
other diseases caused by deranged 
body chemistry. 
The wok ha« been reported by 


two scientists in the University of 
California School of Medicine, Dr. 
David M. Greenberg, professor of 
biochemistry, and Dr. Philip Sie- 
kevitz, U. S. Public Health Service 
Research Fellow. 
Their research 
is being financed by the cancer 
funds allotted to the university by 
the state legislature, and by the 
American Cancer 6oriety and U. S. 
Public Health Service. 
The scientists have determined 
that mobile reservoirs of the two 
chemicals exist in the body at all 
times. The two poisons are manu­ 
factured by the body’s breakdown 
of fats and proteins. The chemi­ 
cals either are burned up or im­ 
mediately snapped into new chemi­ 
cal reactions.

Yet, last Friday's freeze stopped them cold 
from getting a raise that would let them catch 
up with living costs. 
They can protest they’ve been treated unfairly 
unless WSB softens the freeze in some way to 
make allowance for their problem. 
So, for such people, and there are millions of 
them, WSB is trying to work out a general policy 
or formula which will go like this: 
Workers who havep't received (say) a 10 per 
cent increase since such and such a time can 
have it and to that extent the freeze is lifted 
for them. This formula will be one of WSB’s 
most important decisions. 
WSB is feeling its way along, step by step. 
If it lives long, it will have to make a lot of 
decisions. 


ONCE TH E WIDE decisions have ail been 
made, then very special problems will have to 
be handled and unions and employers will be 
appealing to WSB or the regional boards it will 
set up. They don*t exist yet. 
WSB melted the freeze to this extent: 
1—It agreed to permit all wage agreements 
made before January 26 to go into effect. This 
ler coal miners get a raise, since they had such 
agreements with the mine owners. 
And this decision affects a lot of contracts in 
other industries, contracts made before the freeze 
but not in effect when it came. 
2—Sute, county and municipal employees— 
but not employees pf the federal government— 
are exempt from the wage freeze. 
3—Wage increases are okay when necessary to 
comply with the wage-hour and other laws. The 
wage-hour law says workers in a business engaged 
in interstate commerce should get at least 75 
«cents an hour.

Finding The Cause 
Of Headache Not 
Always Easy Thing 


The patient who goes to the 
doctor complaining of headache 
should not always expect a speedy 
diagnosis of the cause 
his 
trouble. Most people today realize 
that headache is a symptom which 
may be present in a great variety 
of conditions, and that to trace 
down its cause in the individual 
case often requires much time and 
skill. Not infrequently headache is 
one of the most common symp­ 
toms of what is known as a psy­ 
choneurosis, that Is, a mental 
condition due to anxiety and emo­ 
tional conflicts. 
When a person has a headache, 
the physician has the problem of 
deciding whether it is due to 
actual disease, such as an in­ 
fection or high blood pressure, or 
whether it is caused by some emo­ 
tional trouble. Hence, in every case 
of headache, the physician must 
give the patient thorough physical 
and 
neurological 
examinations. 
The latter includes an examina­ 
tion of the back part of the eye­ 
ball or retina and a test of the 
eyesight. A description of the 
headache, its location when it oc­ 
curs, and the patient’s activities 
at the time the headache begins, 
must also be ascertained. 


PERIOD OF WORRY 
When headaches occur together 
with a period of worry or excite­ 
ment, it is likely that an emo­ 
tional factor is a part of their 
cause. Then, too, a headache 
which is forgotten when the pa­ 
tient has something interesting to 
do is not likely to be due to any 


actual disease. Some patients‘will 
say that they have a headache 
continuously, but at the same 
time they show no signs of suf­ 
fering. These headaches, too, are 
emotional in their origin. 
The more Vague the description 
of the headache, the more likely 
it is that the headache comes from 
psychic causes. If the headache 
is made worse by talking about 
It, emotional causes are probably 
responsible for it. 


BACK OF NEC^ 
There are some headaches which 
begin at the back of the neck and 
pass upward and forward. These 
headaches are probably due to 
muscle tension and for the main, 
part are emotional. 
It is helpful, in determining the 
cause of the headache, for the 
physician to talk with some mem­ 
ber of the patient’s family, since 
he may be able to throw some 
light on the disturbing situations 
which the patient may have kept 
hidden from the physician. 
When the headaches are due to 
psychic causes, the patient re­ 
quires reassurance, explanation of 
his condition, and help in regu­ 
lating his life to eliminate the 
basic tensions which are at the 
root of his headaches. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. A. B.: Cold weather makes 
my face, arms, and legs red and 
itchy.

Givs 'Em The Ax 
Maybe there should be a law against making 
too many laws. At any rate, in the first pan of 
the current session of the California Legislature 
there were no less than 5,167 measures intro­ 
duced. That's a record. And while only a frac­ 
tion of them will ever get serious consideration, 
as their sponsors well know, it will cost the state 
printing office $225,000 and 400 tons of paper 
(which is scarce) to print them. 
Some of the proposals are constructive and 
needed. But many are presented solely for 
grandstand purposes and would be both costly 
and dangerous to have on the books. 
With the lawmakers returning home for the 
recess they will undoubtedly get an earful from 
their constituents about measures which would 
hike the cost of state government more than the 
billion dollar budget proposed by Governor 
Warren. The fact that some of the measures 
such as the $500 million state soldier’s bonus 
would be financed through a tax on cigarettes 
doesn’t change the picture. The money would 
still come out of the people's pockets which are 
already being tapped both directly and indirectly 
for increasingly heavy sums. What's more, it'i 
hardly fair to keep on soaking an already heavily- 
taxed commodity with still more taxes. 
When the* legislators return to Sacramento 
they ' ad better have their axes sharpened. The 
axes will be needed to cut away the legislative 
dead wood and to elf op down measures which 
would hike state costs.-Orange Daily News

Income, naturally. Is going to 
take the biggest beating, opines 
the Long Beach Press-Telegram, 
and "the heaviest part of the load 
will have to fall on wage earners, 
salary holders and individual pro­ 
prietors. Together, these groups 
receive more than three-fourths 
of the annual national income. 
Inevitably, they face the necessity 
of bigger income and excise taxes, 
and stlffer credit controls, if the 
United States Is to pay as it goes. 
... If the economy of this country 
Is to stand up under the cost of 
rearmament, every American—and 
there can be no exception—must 
make sacrifices of money and lux­ 
uries." 
However, it la much better to 
pay the piper "while the tune Is 
fresh In mind," according to the 
San Rafael Indep^ident-Joumal, 
commenting that "the large in­ 
creases in expenditures which are 
contemplated will make equally 
large tax raises necessary If we 
pay as we go, and that will mean 
a substantial jolt for the taxpayer 
beginning almost at once. Hard as 
this would be, it would easier to 
pay the bill during the period of 
defense urgency and high defense 
activity than It would be after the 
crisis has passed, when we will 
want to relax and enjoy a few 
luxuries and when business might 
slacken. The total cost, too, would 


be less, as interest will add to the 
burden of payments put off until 
later” 


All of the taxes for this "high 
cost of high folly" will come^ven- 
tually from the consumer, declares 
the Marysville Appeal-Democrat, 
noting that "out of every dollar, 
58 cents will be earmarked 'mili­ 
tary' — and that includes such 
items as only a veteran can be­ 
lieve. It will Include the usual 
waste of the military. There is 
no way of knowing how many pen­ 
nies of each 'military' dollar are 
used for military defense, but the 
average was not high in the last 
war. . . . We don't know exactly 
what we are buying or likely to 
buy in the future. But the coet is 
known. And it's the stiffest jolt 
Americans ever have been called 
upon to absorb." 
But, while we must get ready 
to bear the heavy tax burden, said 
the Monterey Peninsula-Herald, 
"life must go on as usual on our 
plateau of uneasiness and during 
the period of oppressive taxation. 
There are Innumerable ways to 
which life can be made highly 
enjoyable on limited material re­ 
sources. If we all use our Ingenuity 
in working out such ways, we may 
come out of the present period 
all the better for our experience."

But there are many other workers who haven't 
had, as a group, a raise in a good while. 
Yet, last Friday's freeze stopped them cold 
from getting a raise that would let them catch 
up with living costs. 
They can protest they've been treated unfairly 
unless WSB softens the freeze in some way to 
make allowance for their problem. 
So, for such people, and there are millions of 
them, WSB is trying to work out a general policy 
or formula which will go like this: 
Workers who havep't received (say) a 10 per 
cent increase since such and such a time can 
have it and to that extent the freeze is lifted 
for them. This formula will be one of WSB’s 
most important decisions. 
WSB is feeling its way along, step by step. 
If it lives long, it will have to make a lot of 
decisions. 


The patient who goes to the 
doctor complaining of headache 
should not always expect a speedy 
diagnosis of the cause £f his 
trouble. Most people today realize 
that headache is a symptom which 
may be present to a great variety 
of conditions, and that to trace 
down its cause In the individual 
case often requires much time and 
skill. Not infrequently headache is 
one of the most common symp­ 
toms of what Is known as a psy­ 
choneurosis, that is, a mental 
condition due to anxiety and emo­ 
tional conflicts. 
When a person has a headache, 
the physician has the problem of 
deciding whether it is due to 
actual disease, such as an in­ 
fection or high blood pressure, or 
whether it is caused by some emo­ 
tional trouble. Hence, to every case 
of headache, the physician must 
give the patient thorough physical 
and neurological examinations. 
The latter includes an examina­ 
tion of the back part of the eye­ 
ball or retina and a test of the 
eyesight. A description of the 
headache, its location when it oc­ 
curs, and the patient’s activities 
at the time the headache begins, 
must also be ascertained. 
PERIOD OF WORRY 
When headaches occur together 
with a period of worry or excite­ 
ment, it is likely that an emo­ 
tional factor is a part of their 
cause. Then, too, a headache 
which is forgotten when the pa­ 
tient has something interesting to 
do is not likely to be due to any 


actual disease. Some patients * will 
say that they have a headache 
continuously, but at the same 
time they show no signs of suf­ 
fering. These headaches, too, are 
emotional to their origin. 
The more Vague the description 
of the headache, the more likely 
it is that the headache comes from 
psychic causes. If the headache 
is iqade worse by talking about 
it, emotional causes are probably 
responsible for It. 
BACK OF 
There are some headaches which 
begin at the back of the neck and 
pass upward and forward. These 
headaches are probably due to 
muscle tension and for the mato, 
part are emotional. 
It is helpful, to determining the 
cause of the headache, for the 
physician to talk with some mem­ 
ber of the patient’s family, since 
he may be able to throw some 
light on the disturbing situations 
which the patient may have kept 
hidden from the physician. 
When the headaches are due to 
psychic causes, the patient re­ 
quires reassurance, explanation of 
his condition, and help to regu­ 
lating his life to eliminate the 
basic tensions which are at the 
root of his headaches. 
QUESTIONS and answers 
Mrs. A. B.: Cold weather makes 
my face, arms, and legs red and 
itchy. When I get indoors, the 
heat makes it worse. What would 
you suggest? 
Answer : It would appear that you 
are suffering from cold sensitivity 
or allergy. Treatment with the 
antihistamine drugs may be found 
helpful In your case. It would bo 
a good idea for you to discuss this 
matter with your physician.

The United Nations has weath­ 
ered Ita first Ufe-or-death crisis 
by adopting the American spon­ 
sored resolution condemning Com­ 
munist China as an aggressor for 
its armed intervention to Korea. 
This action, of course, won't 
halt the Kremlin's efforts to com- 
munize the world. The revolution, 
of which Red China’s invasion of 
Korea Is merely a phase, will con­ 
tinue apace and is likely to be 
marked Increasingly by armed 
conflict. 
However, the stand by the 
United Nations is calculated to 
strengthen the hand of the seek­ 
ers alter a free world. It undoubt­ 
edly will give the United Nation* 
troops to Korea fresh courage to 
carry out their stem assignment. 
There is widespread belief 
among close observers that had 
the peace organization failed to 
take actions it would in all likeli­ 
hood have meant Its death. 
Evasion of the Issue, to the opto- 


which the peace organization has 
been faced. 
The resolution of condemnation 
Was fought tooth and nail In the 
political committee of the General 
Assembly by the Soviet countries 
and the 12-nation Asian-Arab 
bloc which was headed by foreign 
minister Sir Senegal N. Rau of 
India. The Asia-Arab bloc, cling­ 
ing to the idea that It was pos­ 
sible to negotiate with the Com­ 
munists, called for a seven-coun­ 
try conference to discuss peace. 
This anxiety for a conference 
would seem to be inspired by fears 
rather than by real .hopes that 
negotiations would produce good 
results. And the attitude of the 
Asian-Arab nations outside the 
Red orbit is quite understandable, 
for they are sitting right under 


the big guns of Russo-Chlnese 
codlmunlsm. 
Already tiic octopus-like arms 
of Red China are reaching out 
towards neighboring countries. 
Small wonder that even India, 
despite her great size, should be 
gravely concerned for the future. 
As a matter of fact, the voting 
of aggression against Red China 
doesn’t close the door to negotia­ 
tions. On the contrary the U JN. 
not only is willing to join to ne­ 
gotiations but actually is making 
provisions for such a possibility. 
The question of possible sanc­ 
tions against Red China for her 
aggression is under consideration 
by the UJC However, such «tuo 
tions don’t necessarily follow. The 
outcome will depend a lot on the 
attitude adopted by China and the 
rest of the Red bloc.

The body not only makes the two 
poisons their manufacture and use 
as building blocks appear to be the 
center of a chemical cycle which 
may throw new light on basic pro­ 
cesses of cancer, hardening of the 
arteries, high blood pressure and 
other diseases caused by deranged 
body chemistry. 
The work has been reported by 


David M. Greenberg, professor of 
biochemistry, and Dr. Philip Sie- 
kevitz, U. S. Public Health Service 
Research Fellow. Their research 
is being financed by the cancer 
funds allotted to the university by 
the state legialature, and by the 
American Cancer Society and U. S. 
Public Health Service. 
The scientists have determined 
that mobile reservoirs of the two 
chemicals exist to the body at ail 
times. The two poisons are manu­ 
factured by the body'* breakdown 
of fats and proteins. The chemi­ 
cals either are burned up or im­ 
mediately snapped into new chemi­ 
cal reactions.

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Winter Staggers 'Sunny South' 
With Snow. Sub-Zero Weather 


Nation’s Storm eDaths 
Rise To 175 As 32 
Lose Lives In Dixie 


By A SOCIATED PRESS

Winter held the usually Bunny 
South In a frigid embrace today 
after staggering the area with her 
hardest blows in more than a dec­ 
ade. Even Florida had ice and 
snow. # , 
Most of the rest of the nation 
suffered the same punishment too— 
but Dixie, prepared for only mild 
winters, appeared the worst hurt 
A six-day coat of ice and snow 
has taken 32 lives in 0 » South, 
broken power lines serving thous­ 
ands of families, closed schools, 
and isolated dosens of communi­ 
ties. 
For the entire nation, the num­ 
ber of winter deaths rose to 175. 
These include those dying from ex­ 
posure, motor vehicle accidents and 
related causes. 
CROPS HARD HIT 
Crops over the country suffered 
millions of dollars worth of losses. 
The total damage won’t be known 
for days. And more likely is in 
store. 
Illinois lost its 1251 peach crop, a 
$5^100,000 disaster. In Indiana, the 
bitter cold killed not only buds* but 
the fruit trees. 
Seed beds for Georgia’s $100,- 
000,000 tobacco crop, frosted for the 
second night in a row, likely will 
be .heavily slashed and set back 
many weeks. Many fanners will 
have to replant altogether. In Flor­ 
ida, the $106,000,000 citrus crop was 
in peril, also Florida’s winter bread 
basket which produces much of the 
nations’s vegetables this time of j 
year, 
SNOW IN FLORIDA 
▲ blanket of snow covered St 
Augustine, Fla., in the night. 
Palm trees bent under its weight. 
It lay like a white sheet over the 
roofs and yards and the sand. 
”1$ looks like Yankee land,” a 
resident reported. 
Natural gas, used by millions far 
wanning their homes, became crit­ 
ically short. In Ohio, Toledo, Cin­ 
cinnati, Dayton and Columbus suf­ 
fered crippling shortages. Birming­ 
ham, Ala., Nashville and Memphis, 
Tenn., and Atlanta, Ga., also were 
hit among dozens of other cities. 
Even cities in Louisiana — where 
a large part oi the country’s gas 
cornea from—were short, notably 
t Aim Charles. 
SOME RELIEF IN STORE 
Borne relief for the Midwest and 
South, except Florida, was in store 
today, but not too much. The mass 
of cold air that enveloped most of 
the central part of 11» country 
moved eastward and temperatures 
began slightly moderate.

Nation's Storm eDattis 
Risa To 175 As 32 
Lose Lives In Dixie 
By A SOCIATED PRESS 
Winter held the usually Sonny 
South In ft frigid embrace today 
after staggering the area with her 
hardest blows In more than a dec­ 
ade* Even Florida had. ice and 
snow. . 
Most of the rest of the nation 
suffered the same punishment too— 
but Dixie, prepared for only mild 
winters, appeared the worst hurt. 
A six-day coat of ice and snow 
has taken 32 lives In the South, 
broken power lines serving thous­ 
ands of families^ closed schools, 
and isolated dozens of communi­ 
ties. 
. . 
Por the entire nation, the num­ 
ber of winter deaths rose to 175. 
, These include those dying from ex­ 
posure, motor vehicle accidents and 
related causes. 
CROPS HARD HIT 
Crops over the country suffered 
millions of dollars worth of losses. 
The total damage won't be known 
for days. And more likely is in 
store. 
Illinois lost its 1951 peach crop, a 
$5,000,000 disaster. In Indiana, the 
bitter cold killed not only buds but 
the fruit trees. 
Seed beds for Georgia’s $100,- 
000,000 tobacco crop, frosted for the 
second night in a row, likely will 
b e. heavily slashed and set back 
many weeks. Many farmers will 
have to replant altogether. In Flor­ 
ida, the $106,000,000 citrus crop was 
in peril, also Florida's winter bread 
.basket which produces much of the 
nations's vegetables this time of 
year. 
SNOW IN FLORIDA 
A blanket of snow covered St 
Augustine, Fla., in the night. 
Palm trees bent under its weight. 
It lay like a white sheet over the 
roofs and yards and the sand. 
•*It looks like Yankeeland,” a 
resident reported. 
Natural gas, used by millions for 
vanning their homes, became crit­ 
ically short. In Ohio, Toledo, Cin­ 
cinnati, Dayton and Columbus suf­ 
fered crippling shortages. Birming­ 
ham, Ala., Nashville and Memphis, 
Tenn., and Atlanta, Ga., also were 
lilt among dozens of other cities. 
Even cities in Louisiana — where 
a large part of the country's gas 
comes from—were short, notably 
Lake Charles. 
SOME RELIEF IN STORE 
Some relief for the Midwest and 
South, except Florida, was in store 
today, but not too much. The mass 
of cold air that enveloped most of 
the central part of the country 
moved eastward and temperatures 
began slightly moderate. 
Flakes came down on the Tampa- 
St, Petersburg area for the first 
time in memory. 
Far heavier falls of snow in the 
stretch from Arkansas to Georgia 
have not melted and are more ser­ 
ious. Communications lines were 
wrecked by the coat of ice and 
snow. Many cities have been iso­ 
lated from all but radio communi­ 
cations most of the week. 
Road conditions have improved 
In Alabama where highway traffic 
was practically non-existent earlier. 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennessee and 
Mississippi also had slightly Im­ 
proved conditions, but there were 
still Isolated sections. 
42 DEGREES BELOW ZERO 
Early morning ‘temperatures to­ 
day were around or below the zero 
mark over much of the South, 
Some points recorded high read­ 
ings yesterday of less than 3$, 
giving the ice no chance to melt. 
Borne warming from the sub­ 
zero cold over the weekend is ex­ 
pected in the north central states 
Lone Rock, Wis., was the coldest 
spot in the country yesterday with 
43 below zero. Greensburg, in In­ 
diana, had a 35 below reading, in 
that state. 
, 
Other frigid places I n c lu d e d : 
Henderson, Ky„ -23, the lowest 
since 1852; SheperdsviUe, Ky., -30; 
Marble Hill, Mo., -32; Decorah, 
Iowa, -38; Dayton, O., -16 and Chi­ 
cago, -15. 
In the South, Louisville, Ky., peo­ 
ple felt the sting of -19. At Mem­ 
phis, it was -11. Atlanta had 8 
above.

The four chaplains—a Jew, a 
Catholic and two Protestants—gave 
away their life belts and perished, 
hands and voices Joined in prayer, 
as the Dorchester sank off Green­ 
land on Feb. 3, 1943. 
Today, the eighth anniversary of 
the sinking, Truman will dedicate 
the 200-seat chapel that houses al­ 
tars of the Jewish, Catholic and 
Protestant religions. 
Dr. Poling, chaplain of the 
chapel, said "it is my hope and 
prayer that this inter-faith me 
mortal shall become a shrine to 
which men, women and children of 
all faiths and colors will repair to

rest of society, take talking for 
granted. They give litUe thought 
to the speech development of their 
children except when something 
seems to be going wrong. Even 
then they may continue to act as 
if talking were such a simple and 
inevitable function that anyone 
and everyone can quality as a 
speech expert.” 
Writing in the magazine, “Na­ 
tional Parent-Teacher,” he points 
out that ordinarily we say a child 
Is learning to talk. We don’t often 
hear anyone speak of teaching a 
child to talk. Yet we need only a 
moment’s reflection to realise that 
the child not only learns peech 
but is also taught it—by his par­ 
ents, his older brothers and sisters 
and the other people with whoir.

“For talking means using 
language, and what is language 
but a system of symbols attached 
to certain definite experiences—to 
things and people and actions— 
that we encounter in our daily 
living? No matter how many ex­ 
periences a young child has, no 
matter how much he has to com­ 
municate, he still cannot learn to 
talk until he finds out which 
sounds are to be attached to 
which experiences.” 
Parents should check up on 
themselves, says Dr. Brown. How 
much good talk is your child, even 
If he is a very young child, hear­ 
ing? Many of our daily activities 
can be accompanied by a stream 
of conversation. Talk to him as 
you would to another adult in 
the same simple, everyday, house­ 
hold situations. Of course, sen­ 
tences should be short and simple; 
content fairly concrete.

such as "Laces and Graces" or the 
"Varsouvianna". 
European folk dancing is a pure 
and fundam ental a rt form and is 
dancing which belongs to a par­ 
ticular nation or group of people. 
The samba, conga, rhumba, and 
tango were all once follf dances of 
L atin America. Even the waits 
was once a folk dance danced only 
by the Austrians. 
Folk dance songs are probably 
the oldest type of folk music. They 
were sung as an accompaniment 
for folk dancing. The rhythm is al­ 
ways strongly accented and may 
be clapped by the hands. Some of 
the dances Im itate the work of 
the people such as the “Shoe­ 
m aker's Dance" or the "Tinker’s 
Dance".

SQUARE D A N C I N G is the 
American 
folk 
dance,

such as the Virginia Reel, which 
were for a long time the domi­ 
nant and best-loved dances of New 
England. The third type includes 
the “circle” dances which occas­ 
ionally borrow figures from the 
squares, but which are closely re­ 
lated to the “Round” dances, be­ 
cause they are also based on the 
waltz step. These are progressive 
or mixer dances, where the couples 
or individuals keep progressing 
around the circle and dancing with 
new individuals or couples at each 
advance. One familiar example is 
the “Oklahoma Mixer”. 
Fourth type is the “Round” 
dance which is a universal type 
and is actually any couple dance 
such as “Laces and Graces” or the 
“Varsouvianna”. 
European folk dancing is a pure 
and fundamental art form and .is 
dancing which belongs to a par­ 
ticular nation or group of people. 
The samba, conga, rhumba, and 
tango were all once foil? dances of 
Latin America. Even the waltz 
was once a folk dance danced only 
by the Austrians. 
Folk dance songs are probably 
the oldest type of folk music. They 
were sung as an accompaniment 
for folk dancing. The rhythm is al­ 
ways strongly accented and may 
be clapped by the hands. Some of 
the dances Imitate the work of 
the people such as the “Shoe­ 
maker’s Dance” or the “Tinker's 
Dance”. 
EARLY AMERICAN s e t t l e r s 
brought their folk music 
and 
dances with them, and, since they 
were a live, word of mouth tra­ 
dition, many variants are found 


as people moved south and west­ 
ward with the gradual expansion 
of the United States. 
About 
1905, 
the 
folk 
dance 
movement was first launched in 
the United States in schools and 
playgrounds. 
The revival of interest in square 
dancing is largely due to the ef­ 
forts of Dr. Lloyd Shaw, for 
thirty-two years superintendent of 
the Cheyenne Mountain School, 
which is now a co-educational 
public high school in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado. 
There Dr. Shaw developed teams 
of dancers as well as athletic 
teams, and Dr. Shaw and the 
dancers for years have traveled all 
over the United States putting on 
exhibitions at numerous universi­ 
ties and hundreds of cities. 
Dr. Shaw, or "Pappy”, as he is 
affectionately known to thousands 
of his students, is recognized as 
the nation’s top cowboy dance au­ 
thority, and was brought to Holly­ 
wood to direct the cowboy dances 
in “Duel in the Sun”. He did pio­ 
neer work in re-discovering the 
almost forgotten dances of the 
western frontier, and the Uni­ 
versity of Colorado presented him 
with an honorary doctorate in 
recognition of his achievements.

Policy On Defense Bills Adopted 


At National Homebuilders Meet 


The following policy statement concerning the Defense Housing 
Act of 1951, recently introduced in Congress, was unanimously adopted 
by the Board of Directors of the National Association of Home Build­ 
ers in convention recently in Chicago: 
1. As a basic national policy it should be clearly recognised that 
private industry, if not hindered by unnecessary and unrealistic re- 
strictions, 
can 
provide 
housing 
wherever and when needed for de­ 
fense. 
3. The credit curbs of Oct. 12 
should be relaxed in areas desig­ 
nated as defense areas so that as 
many homes as possible may be 
produced under existing legisla­ 
tion. 
3. In any defense area in which 
the relaxation does not prove suf­ 
ficient, the National Housing Act 
should be amended to provide a 
title which would authorise FHA 
to insure, in these areas, 90% 
loans on multi-family units and 
on one to four family units for 
rental or for owner-occupancy. 
4. In areas where the need will 
not extend beyond the defense 
emergency, FHA should be pro­ 
vided with a separate defense in­ 
surance fund to insure—and Fed­ 
eral National Mortgage Association 
authorised to commit to buy— 
loans on rental projects of mobile 
or demountable type housing on 
such terms as the Commissioner 
shall prescribe and at an amortiza­ 
tion rate not necessarily limited to 
the estimated period of the need. 
As an additional aid in such areas, 
FHA Tide I Section 8 should be 
amended to permit rental of the 
type of small structure now con­ 
templated under it. 
5. The FHA insurance authori­ 
sation should be increased suffi­ 
ciently to cover the new titles and 
FHA operations 
under 
existing 
titles. 
9. The Wherry Act should be ex-

CHICAGO-There’s a boom a- 
. building in prefabricated houses ac­ 
cording to the Wall Street Journal. 
This year, industry leaders pre­ 
dict, 100,000 or more of the ready- 
to-live-in dwellings will rise on 
vacant lots from coast to coast. 
That would be nearly double the 
number churned out by the 38 pre­ 
fab producers in 1950. This year’s 
100,000, moreover, would account 
for about 12% of the 850,000 new 
homes which government experts 
forecast will be started in 1951. 


"We built 9,857 homes ip 1960 
and this year well double that 
record.** Speaking is James H. 
Price who heads the nation’s larg­ 
est prefab manufacturing concern, 
National Homes Corp., of Lafay­ 
ette, Ind. To keep up with gallop­ 
ing demand, Price reports his firm 
has opened a new factory in Horse- 
heads, N. Y., and the Lafayette 
plant is being expanded 30%.

Hits Billion Feet 


lopping All Records 


CHICAGO. — Hardwoot. floor­ 
ing shipments in the nation’s ma­ 
jor producing areas broke all rec­ 
ords in 1950, passing the one bil­ 
lion board foot mark for the first 
time, Secretary Henry H. Will ins 
of the National Oak Flooring Man­ 
ufacturers* 
Association 
reported 
today. 
Southern and Appalachian mills, 
which turn out more than 90 per 
cent of the country’s total hard­ 
wood flooring supply, shipped ap­ 
proximately 1,031.770,000 b o a r d 
feet This was nearly 30 per cent 
above the previous high of 795 
million feet recorded in 1948 and 
31 per cent over the 1949 volume, 
Willlns said. About 95 per cent of 
the shipments were oak. The re­ 
mainder consisted of hard maple, 
beech, birch and pecan. 
Used principally In dwellings, 
oak flooring was In abnormally 
high demand throughout most of 
the year, due chiefly to the un­ 
precedented volume of home build­ 
ing. Will ins pointed out In some 
areas tight supply situations de­ 
veloped. 
He explained that a comparison 
with the reosrd 1950 home building 
of 1,400,000 non-farm dwelling with 
that of the pre-war high of 937,- 
000 in 1925 ¡showed a 49 per cent 
increase. The volume of hardwood 
flooring shipments for the same 
years, he asserted, revealed a rise 
of nearly 80 per cent.

Wall cases, 
counters, floor tables, fitting rooms, 
lounges and restaurant and. cafe­ 
teria tables made of hardwood ply­ 
wood are better looking and far 
more durable than their massive 
predecessors."

NEW YORK <U.» — You don't 
need to worry about the supply or 
design of lamps suffering just be­ 
cause brass and copper have gone 
to war. 
Most of the metal lamp manu­ 
facturers showing their wares at 
the New York lamp show said gov. 
ernment restrictions on the two 
metals for civilian use wouldn't 
trim their production greatly. 
“We’ll Just convert to other, non­ 
restricted materials,” one of the 
country’s oldest and largest metal 
lamp makers explained. Such ma­ 
terials would Include glass, plas­ 
tics, china, ceramics or wood. 
Lawrence Rosenfeld, president of 
L. Rosenfeld and Co., N.Y., said, 
“No matter what shortages of 
material might develop there never 
will be a shortage of good design. 
The housewife demands it . . . the 
smart manufacturer provides it. 
“Lamps are like women’s hats,” 
Rosenfeld said. “You can make 
them out of anything, so long as 
you have enough metal for the 
wiring and sockets.” He thought 
most manufacturers had a suf­ 
ficient stockpile of such metals. 
MANUFACTURERS 
generally 
said lamp prices had risen 10 to 
30 per cent since the Korean war 


started but wouldn’t predict the 
price picture of the future. 
None reported scare buying and 
some admitted they had done a 
little allocation to buyer* to pre­ 
vent it. 
As for design, the show had its 
share of “functional” lamps but 
most of them followed traditional 
patterns. The Current Form* Co. 
exhibit stressed designs which fol­ 
lowed "organic forms.” 
Harold Meyers, president of the 
company, explained, “We think 
this is the way lamps would look 
if nature had made them.” 
He pointed to a table lamp 
whose 
porcelain-glazed 
ceramic 
base looked like a modified tri­ 
pod. Another “organic form” base 
looked like a piece of abstract 
sculpture. 
The most versatile lamps in the 
show were Italian imports. Wall 
lamps had telescoping extensions 
and weighted pulleys to control 
their heigh i. Shades, shaped like 
a coolie hat, could be turned in ail 
directions. 
Manufacturers showed all colors 
in shades and many co-ordinated 
shade colors with the bases. For 
instance, a yellow glass lamp wore 
a gold-flecked shade and was 
banded at the base with gold- 
flecked metal.

Designers At Odds Over Future 


Of Furniture And Interiors 


n ew YORK ft).»—You can stir 
tap an argument anytime among 
designers by asking them what s 
ahead for furniture styles. 
Some say we are headed 
for 
American-inspired 
furniture 
for 
typical American homes. Others 
contend design always will be a 
product of several nations. 
Ask designers Paul McCobb or 
Edward 
W o r m ley and they will 
aay that the era of American- 
designed pieces la ahead, that we 
are getting away from imports. 
McCobb feared, though, that 
women would “go through the 
Italian fad, just as they went 
through the Swedish modern fad 
“But by and large, the design 
direction seems to reflect Ameri­ 
can taste,” he added “I believe 
designers finally realize there is 
an American story to tell.’ 
Designer Harold Schwartz com­ 
mented that if Italian and Swed­ 
ish designers influence the Ameri­ 
cans it is because they all think 
In the same terms. 
One well-known husband and 
wife team, the Ronald Allworks, 


doubt that furniture design ever 
wlU get away from international 
influence. Mrs. Allwork, an in­ 
terior decorator, agreed with her 
architect 
husband 
that 
“some 
Swedish modern or Italian design 
will live forever. Some of it will 
die shortly, Just as some Ameri­ 
can design is bound to be short­ 
lived.” 
The All works, who recently de­ 
signed a group of contemporary 
furniture for the Cassard Romano 
Co., feel that American furniture 
makers probably never will be able 
to match Italian craftsmanship. 
But Mrs. Ailwork added, “In 
turn, the Italian designers are 
not as imaginative or original as 
Americans.” 
“There’s just as much fad for 
American design as there ever was 
for Swedish modem,” she said. 
"Women are demanding Ameri­ 
can designed pieces simply because 
they read all the magazines which 
feature them."

Smooth Lines 
Sim ply-designed interiors with 
all dust-catching molding and or­ 
nate trim discarded in favor of 
plain surfaces have become a hall­ 
mark 
of 
smooth-lined 
modem 
home design that lightens house­ 
keeping. 
Flush-type doors and 
window frames and recessed grill- 
front radiators are all a part of 
the picture. 
Rounded corners where base­ 
boards join the floor and kitchen 
cabinets with curved interior cor­ 
ners make cleaning easier. 
The picture window, although 
its glass area is greater, actually 
has eased the window - washing 
chore because it is not divided 
into a multitude of tiny panes 
with hard-to-get-at oorners, as 
was the old-fashioned window. 


Test For Water Hardness 
One good test for water hard­ 
ness advises George Klumb, di­ 
rector of the Culligan Soft Water 
Institute la this: 
Put a drop of tincture of green 
soap in a one ounce bottle of 
water. Soft water should produce 
about an inch of suds. If water 
is hard it will take more than 
one drop to produce an inch. He 
points out that hard water wastes 
approximately 70 per cent of soaps 
used. Tap water can be made soft 
by a softener system provided on 
a service basis which removes 
odorless magnesium and calcium, 
the two chief villains of hard 
water. 


Doors have one principal pur­ 
pose—to provide a means of en­ 
trance and exit. In addition, they 
contribute to 
the 
design 
and 
decorative aspects of the house. 
Special care should therefore be 
exercised in choosing and fitting 
them. 
Exterior doors require particu­ 
lar attention. They are an integral 
part of the facade and should be 
in complete harmony with the 
house design. A heavy, ornate door 
that is proper for an English 
Tudor house is completely out of 
place in a modern ranch house 
of simple lines. 
That all exterior doors fit prop­ 
erly is especially important. If not, 
they 
admit 
cold 
air, 
causing 
drafts and heat loss. 8ince no 
door can be made to fit tightly at 
all points at all seasons of the 
year because of normal shrinkage 
and swelling of the wood under 
varying humidtties, weatherstrip- 
ping is required. 
A DOOR IS only as good as the 
frame in which it is uing. The 
frame must be true and square or 
the door will stick. Settling of the 
house often twists and warps 
frames slightly out of line, but 
the use of metal frames for both 
inside 
and 
outside 
doors 
will 


minimize this. It is often necessary 
to have a carpenter refit many of 
the doors in a new house after the 
first change of season. 
There is an infinite choice of 
door design, but the solid flush- 
type door is preferred. It will re­ 
sist fire much longer than the 
door with thin center panels, costs 
very little more, and for modern 
interiors with straight lines, simple 
doors without panels are appropri­ 
ate. 
DOOR HARDWARE is impor­ 
tant and the small added expense 
of top-quality latches, locks and 
hinges is well-spent. Three hinges 
instead of the usual two will 
eliminate much of the annoyance 
of sagging and sticking. Back and 
side doors should be equipped 
with locks equally at strong and 
burglar-proof as the front door. 
Interior doors should be hung 
so as not to block traffic or col­ 
lide with each other. This is 
especially 
important 
in today's 
small homes where every Inch of 
space counts. Hanging a door on 
the opposite side of the frame so 
that it swings in a different di­ 
rection often saves valuable wall 
space. Sliding door; are again be­ 
coming popular because they are 
space-.sa vers.

Polity On Defense Bills Adopted 


At National Homebuilders Meet 


Boom Ahead 
For Pre-Fabs 


»- 
CHICAGO—There's a boom 
The following policy statement concerning the 'Defense1 Housing * building In prefabricated houses ac- 
Act of 1951, recently introduced in Congress, was unanimously adopted 
by the Board of Directors of the National Association of Home Build­ 
ers in convention recently in Chicago: 
I. As a basic national 'policy it should be clearly recognised that 
private industry, if not hindered by unnecessary and unrealistic re­ 
strictions, 
can 
provide 
housing 
---------------------------------- 
wherever and when needed for de­ 
fense. 
2. 'The credit curbs of 'Oct. 12 
should be relaxed in areas desig­ 
nated as defense areas so that as 
many homes as possible may be 
produced under existing legisla­ 
tion. 
4 
3. In any defense area in which 
the relaxation does not prove suf­ 
ficient, the National Housing Act 
should be amended to provide a 
title which would authorize FHA 
to insure, in these areas, 90% 
loans on multi-family units and 
on one to four family units for 
rental or for owner-occupancy. 
4. In areas where the need will 
not extend beyond the defense 
emergency, FHA should be pro­ 
vided with a separate defense in­ 
surance fund to insure—and Fed­ 
eral National Mortgage Association 
authorized to' commit to' buy— 
loans on rental projects of mobile 
or demountable type housing on 
such terms as the Commissioner 
shall prescribe and at an amortiza­ 
tion rate not 'necessarily limited, to' 
the estimated period of the need. 
As an additional aid in such areas, 
FHA Title I Section 8 should be 
amended to permit rental of the 
type of small structure now con­ 
templated under it.

7. A limited sum should be au­ 
thorized with which the Federal 
Government may provide, or as­ 
sist local governments to provide, 
u tiiltte or community facilities in 
defense areas where local govern­ 
ments are unable to do so with­ 
out such aid. 
8. The emergency should not toe 
'used « an excuse to further pub­ 
lic housing. The subsidized public 
housing program must be sus­ 
pended at least for the duration 
of the emergency so that Federal 
fund and critical materials can 
toe conserved for defense pur­ 
poses.

Hits Billion Feet, 


Topping All Records 


CHICAGO. — Hardwoou floor­ 
ing shipments in the nation’s ma­ 
jor producing areas broke all rec­ 
ords In 1950, passing the one bil­ 
lion board foot mark for the first 
time, Secretary Henry H. Willins 
of the National Oak Flooring Man­ 
ufacturers' 
Association 
reported 
today. 
Southern and Appalachian mills, 
which turn out more than 90 per 
cent of the country’s total hard­ 
wood flooring supply, shipped ap­ 
proximately 1,031,770,000 b o a r d 
feet, 'This was nearly 30 per cent 
above the previous high of 795 
million feet recorded in 1948 and 
31 per cent over the 1949 volume, 
Willins said. About 95 per cent of 
the shipments 'were oak. The re­ 
mainder consisted of hard maple, 
beech, birch and pecan. 
Used principally in dwellings, 
oak flooring was in abnormally 
high demand throughout most of 
the year, due chiefly to the un­ 
precedented volume of home build­ 
ing, Willins pointed out. In some 
areas tight supply situations de­ 
veloped. 
He explained that a 'comparison 
with the record 1950 home building 
of 1,400,000 non-farm dwelling with 
that of the pre-war high of 937,- 
000 in 1925 showed a 49 per cent 
increase. The volume of hardwood 
flooring shipments for the same 
years, he asserted, revealed a rise 
of nearly 80 per cent.

Roses To Have Successful Blooms Mild Winter May C<2 LLSe 
Poor Fruit Set This Spring 


The new year heralds a busy 
time for rose gardeners in Marin. 
The advantages of an early start 
for roses are well known to suc­ 
cessful gardeners and at this time 
of the year, nurserymen are well 
stocked with plants. A further ad­ 
vantage is that the plants them­ 
selves are in prime condition to 
withstand the shock of transplant­ 
ing. 
f 
Advance planning will make the 
job of growing beautiful roses much 
easier and will help to avoid trans­ 
planting later on. A careful study 
of the property to find the most 
favorable location for roeebeds will 
create the desired effect and will 
lend unique charm to your plant­ 
ing. 
ROSES SHOULD have at least 
4 to 6 hours of sunlight and, if it 
is at all possible, be placed where 
they have some shade from the 
hot afternoon sun. Some reports 
indicate that roses placed to close 
to the house react unfavorably to 
the intense heat reflected by the 
wall. A prime consideration in 
planning the location of the beds 
is to place the roses where they 
will be free from competition with 
other plants, particularly trees, 
shrubs and hedges which have 
large root systems and tend to 
monopolise soil, water and plant 
food. 
For many years hybrid teas have 
been the particular favorite of 
American gardeners and their pop­ 
ularity is well deserved. They show 
off to splendid advantage in either 
formal or informal beds, located 
where they can be seen from the 
house.

New African Violet 
That CRmbe Wken Trained 
A new African-violet has been 
developed that will climb and 
creep like ivy.

A second class of roses which Is 
growing rapidly In popular appeal 
is the floribunda. This produces a 
somewhat smaller flower than the 
hybrid tea, but its blooms appear in 
heavy clusters which make flori­ 
bundas particularly u s e f u l for 
color-massing, foundation plant­ 
ings and border edgings. The flori­ 
bunda Fashion, has also been effec­ 
tively used as a hedge g i v i n g 
unique and colorful effect. 
AFTER DECIDING on the loca­ 
tion of the beds, make sure the 
soU is well drained. Dig the soil 
out to a depth of about 18 inches 
and put in a 3 inch layer of gravel 
or cinders if drainage is needed. 
Adding about 25% of peat moss 
or any good commercial soU con­ 
ditioner to the soil when replacing 
it in the bed will help your plants 
get a good start. 
Prepare your beds in advance, 
so that plants may be put into 
the ground as soon as they arrive. 
Dig the holes big enough to ac­ 
comodate the roots without crowd­ 
ing. By soaking your plant’s roots 
in a paU of muddy water until 
they are actually planted, you can 
protect them against the dangers 
of drying out or being exposed to 
the sun and wind. 
When ready for planting, ar­ 
range the roots in the hole so they 
point down at a 45 degree angle. 
Then, bolding the crown of the 
plant at ground level, fill the hole 
with soil, tucking it c a r e f u l l y 
around the roots to give them a 
good base. When the hole la filled 
half way, tamp down the soil and 
pour in half a pail of water to 
eliminate air spaces. When the 
water has drained off, finish fUling 
the hole with soU. Finally mound 
the soil around the base of the 
plant to a height of about eight 
inches, to protect your roses from 
wind and sun until they begin to 
grow. As soon as signs of growth 
appear, remove the mound.

Home gardeners, as well as ©r- 
chardtets, will probably be disap­ 
pointed in fruit set this spring. The 
mikl winter will be the cause of 
this light fruit set. 
Fruit trees like anything else 
need a rest period. This is usually 
brought about by cold weather 
during the late iall and winter 
months. It is necessary for trees 
to have by Jan. 1, 700 hours in 
which the temperature is below 
45 degrees F. Up to this date, ap­ 
proximately half of these hours 
have been accumulated. If the trees 
do not get their proper rest, the 
buds will be weak and shed off 
before they open, and those that 
open may not complete their lull 
cycle. 
According to reports from the 
College of Agriculture, this is the 
mildest winter since 1889-90. From 
this it would seem that it is not 
advisable to search for new fruit 
varieties for this area. In some 
sections of the state where mild 
winters are the rule rather than 
the exception, varieties that do not 
require winter chillings are used 
for the family orchard. 
The loss of crop this year may be 
likened to a spring frost where the

single buds scattered over the twigs 
are leaf buds. 
The buds of apricots and al­ 
monds are long, pointed buds usu­ 
ally found In dusters, although 
often they are found singly. 
BECAUSE OF THE MILD win­ 
ter, these buds w E be weak and 
will shed off before blooming or 
may not bloom a t all. 
Almonds require very little chil­ 
ling or rest. Therefore the shedding 
of buds may not be too great. 
Apricots have a higher chilling 
requirement than almonds. It Is 
quite possible they will show some 
bud shedding before long. It is 
quite possible that the buds may 
bloom but drop without setting. 
Among peaches the Mayflower, 
J. H. Hale, and Phillips are var­ 
ieties most apt to be severely af­ 
fected. Other varieties will be lesa 
seriously affected. 
A rather severe bud drop may ba 
expected in plums. Beauty plums 
and European plums are included 
hh-plums. 
Cherry buds as a rule do not 
drop, but the flower parts will be­ 
come discolored;; and when they 
should be opening, they will shrivel 
and not develop. The buds of peara 
and apples do not shed, but behave 
like the cherry. This behavior may 
lead the owner to believe he has 
a good set. 
As far as is known, there is ne 
chemical that will help in bud set­ 
ting in mild winters. To use any­ 
thing te a waste of time and money.

will be a shortage of good design. 
The housewife demands it . . . the 
sm art manufacturer provides it. 
“Lamps are like women’s hats ” 
Rosenfeld said. “You can make 
them out of anything, so long as 
you have enough metal for the 
wiring and sockets.” He thought 
most manufacturers had a suf­ 
ficient stockpile of such metals. 
MANUFACTURERS generally 
said lamp prices had risen 10 to 
90 per cent since the Korean war 


started but wouldn’t predict the 
price picture of the future. 
None reported scare buying and 
some admitted they had done a 
little allocation to buyers to pre­ 
vent it. 
As for design, the show had its 
share of “functional” lamps but 
most of them followed traditional 
patterns. The Current Forms Co. 
exhibit stressed designs which fol­ 
lowed “organic forms.” 
Harold Meyers, president of the 
company, explained, “We think 
this is the way lamps would look 
if nature had made them.” 
He pointed to a table lamp 
whose porcelain-glazed ceramic 
base looked like a modified' tri­ 
pod. Another “organic form” base 
looked like a piece of abstract 
sculpture. 
The most versatile lamps in the 
show were Italian imports. Wall 
lamps had telescoping extensions 
and weighted pulleys to control 
their heigl.;. Shades, shaped like 
a coolie hat, could be turned in all 
directions. 
M anufacturers showed all colors 
in shades and many co-ordinated 
shade colors with the bases. For 
instance, a yellow glass lamp wore 
a gold-flecked shade and was 
banded at the base with gold- 
flecked metal.

NEW YORK CUB-—You can stir 
up an argument anytime among 
designers by asking them what’s 
ahead for furniture styles. 
Some say we are headed for 
American-inspired furniture for 
typical American homes. Others 
contend design always will be a 
product of several nations. 
Ask designers Paul McCobb or 
Bdward Wormley and they wilt 
say that the era of American- 
designed pieces is ahead, that we 
are getting away from imports. 
McCobb feared, though, that 
women would “go through the 
Italian fad, just as they went 
through the Swedish modern fad ” 
“But by and large, the design 
direction seems to reflect Ameri­ 
can taste,” he added. “I believe 
designers finally realize there is 
an American story to tell.” 
Designer Harold Schwartz com­ 
mented that if Italian and Swed­ 
ish designers influence the Ameri­ 
cans it is because they all think 
. In the same terms. 
One well-known husband and 
wife team, the Ronald Allworks, 


doubt that furniture design ever 
will gét away from international 
influence. Mrs. All work, an in­ 
terior decorator, agreed with her 
architect husband that “some 
Swedish modem or Italian design 
will live forever. Some of it will 
die shortly, just as some Ameri­ 
can design is bound to be short­ 
lived.” 
The Aliworks, who recently de­ 
signed a group of contemporary 
furniture for the Cassard Romano 
Co., feel that American furniture 
makers probably never will be able 
to m atch Italian craftsm anship. 
But Mrs. All work added, “In 
turn, the Italian designers are 
not as imaginative or original as 
Americans.” 
“There’s just as much fad for 
American design as there ever was 
for Swedish modem,” she said. 
“Women are demanding Ameri­ 
can designed pieces simply because 
they read all the magazines which 
feature them .” 
The Allworks expect the U. S.

The picture window, although 
its glass area is greater, actually 
has eased the window - washing 
chore because it is not divided 
into a multitude of tiny panes 
with hard-to-get-at corners, as 
was the old-fashioned window. 


Test For Water Hardness 
One good test for water hard­ 
ness advises George Klumb, di­ 
rector of the Cuiligan Soft W ater 
Institute is this: 
Put a drop of tincture of green 
soap in a one ounce bottle of 
water. Soft water should produce 
about an inch of suds. If water 
is hard it will take more than • 
one drop to produce an inch. He 
points out that hard water wastes 
approximately 70 per cent of soaps 
used. Tap water can be made soft 
by a softener system provided on 
a service basis which removes 
odorless magnesium and calcium, 
the two chief villains of hard 
water.

Doors have one principal pur­ 
pose—to provide a means of en­ 
trance and exit. In addition, they 
contribute to the design and 
decorative aspects of the house. 
Special care should therefore be 
exercised in choosing and fitting 
them. 
Exterior doors require particu­ 
lar attention. They are an integral 
part of the facade and should be 
in complete harmony with the 
house design. A heavy, ornate door 
that is proper for an English 
Tudor house is completely out of 
place' in a modern ranch house 
of simple lines. 
T hat all exterior doors fit prop­ 
erly is especially important. If not, 
they admit cold air, causing 
drafts and heat loss. Since no 
door can be made to fit tightly at 
all points at all seasons of the 
year because of normal shrinkage 
and swelling of the wood under 
varying h umidities , weatherstrip - 
ping is required. 
A DOOR IS only as good as the 
frame in which it is ’itmg. The 
frame must be true and square or 
the door will stick. Settling of the 
house often twists and warps 
frames slightly out of line, but 
the use of metal frames for both 
inside and outside doors will 


minimize this. It is often necessary 
to have a carpenter refit many of 
the doors in a new house after the 
first change of season. 
There is an infinite choice of 
door design, but the so Lid flush— 
type door is preferred. It will re­ 
sist fire much longer than the 
door with thin center panels, costs 
very little more, and for modern 
interiors with straight lines, simple 
doors without panels are appropri­ 
ate. 
DOOR HARDWARE is impor­ 
tant and the small added expense 
of top-quality latches, locks and 
hinges is well-spent. Three hinges 
instead of the usual two will 
eliminate much of the annoyance 
of sagging and sticking. Back and 
side doors should be equipped- 
with locks equally as strong and 
burglar-proof as the front door. 
Interior doors should be hung 
so as not to block traffic or col­ 
lide with each other. This is 
especially important in today’s 
small homes where every Inch of 
space counts. Hanging a door on 
the opposite side of the frame so 
that it swings in a different di­ 
rection often saves valuable wall 
space. Sliding door; are again be­ 
coming popular because they ara 
space-savers.

Roses To FI ave Successful Blooms M ild W in te r M

Poor Fruit Set This Spring 


The new year heralds a busy 
time for rose gardeners in Marin. 
The advantages of an early start 
for roses are well known to suc­ 
cessful gardeners and a t this time 
of the year, nurserymen are well 
stocked with plants. A further ad­ 
vantage is th at the plants them ­ 
selves are in prime condition to 
withstand the shock of transplant­ 
ing. 


Advance planning will make the 
Job of growing beautiful roses much 
easier and will help to avoid trans­ 
planting later on. A careful study 
of the property to find the most 
favorable location for rosebeds will 
create the desired effect and will 
lend unique charm to your plant­ 
ing. 


ROSES SHOULD have at least 
4 to 6 hours of sunlight and, if it 
is .at all possible, be placed where 
they have some shade from the 
hot afternoon sun. Some reports 
indicate th at roses placed to close 
to the house react unfavorably to 
the intense heat reflected by the 
wall. A prime consideration in 
planning the location of the beds 
is to place the roses where they 
will be free from competition with 
other plants, 
particularly trees, 
shrubs and hedges which have 
large root systems and tend to 
monopolize soil, water and plant 
food. 


For many years hybrid teas have 
been the particular favorite of 
American gardeners and their pop­ 
ularity is well deserved. They show 
off to splendid advantage In either 
formal or informal beds, located 
where they can be seen from the 
house.

N*w African Violet 
Ifcot Cfimbs When Trained 


A new African-violet has been 
developed th a t will climb 
and 
creep like Ivy. This strikingly dif­ 
ferent plant will grow up to 2 feet 
the first year, and has light blue 
flowers th at shade to deep violet 
at their centers. 


Recently brought from Africa, 
the new species is known as Saint- 
Paulla grotei. The leaf stems grow 
UP to 10 inches long, and the leaves 
themselves reach a width of 4 
inches. They are characterized by 
«wall pockets between the veins. 


The best way to train this plant 
is to let it grow upward on a wire- 
type pole frame. You’ll want to 
give it all the lift you can, and 
arrange fqy the side branches to 
grow out between cross wires as 
*ith other delicate plants.

A second class of roses which is 
growing rapidly in popular appeal 
is the floribunda. This produces a 
somewhat smaller flower than the 
hybrid tea, but its blooms appear in 
heavy clusters which make flori­ 
bundas particularly u s e f u l for 
color-massing, foundation plant­ 
ings and border edgings. The flori­ 
bunda Fashion, has also been effec­ 
tively used as a hedge g i v i n g 
unique and colorful effect. 
AFTER DECIDING on the loca­ 
tion of the beds, make sure the 
sod is well drained. Dig the soil 
out to a depth of about 18 inches 
and put in a 3 inch layer of gravel 
or cinders if drainage is needed. 
Adding about 25% of peat moss 
or any good commercial sod con­ 
ditioner to the sod. when replacing 
it in the bed will help your plants 
get a good start. 
Prepare your beds in advance, 
so th at plants may be put into 
the ground as soon as they arrive. 
Dig the holes big enough to ac­ 
comodate the roots without crowd­ 
ing. By soaking your plant’s roots 
in a pail of muddy water until 
they are actually planted, you can 
protect them against the dangers 
of drying out or being exposed to 
the sun and wind . 
W hen ready for planting, ar­ 
range the roots in the hole so they 
point down at a 45 degree angle. 
Then, holding the crown of the 
plant a t ground level, fill the hole 
with sod, tucking It c a r e f u l l y 
around the roots to give them a 
good base. When the hole is filled 
half way, tamp down the sod and 
pour in half a pail of water to 
eliminate air spaces. When the 
water has drained off, finish idling, 
the hole with soil. Finally mound 
the soil around the base of the 
plant to a height of about eight 
inches, to protect your roses from 
wind and sun until they begin to 
grow. As soon as signs of growth 
appear, remove the mound.

Home gardeners, as well as or- 
chardists, will probably be disap­ 
pointed in fruit set this spring. The 
mild winter will be the cause of 
this light fruit set. 


Fruit trees like anything else 
need a rest period. This is usually 
brought about by cold weather 
during the late tall and winter 
months. It is necessary for trees 
to have by Jan. 1, 700 hours in 
which the tem perature is below 
45 degrees F. Up to this date, ap­ 
proximately half of these hours 
have been accumulated. If the trees 
do not get their proper rest, the 
buds will be weak and shed off 
before they open, and those th at 
open may not complete their full . 
cycle. 


According to reports from the 
College of Agriculture, this is the 
mddest winter since 1889-90. From 
this it would seem th a t it Is not 
advisable to search for new fruit 
varieties for this area. In some 
sections of the state where mild 
winters are the rule rather than 
the exception, varieties th at do not 
require winter chilllngs are used 
for the family orchard.

WHAT CAN BE DONE? There 
are several things th at can be done 
to assure a fair crop of fruits. 
Pruning should be delayed as 
late as possible, even until some 
of the flower buds are open. If 
pruning is done at all, it should 
take the form of thinning out 
rather than severe pruning. Fruit­ 
ing wood should be left. 
In order to tell fruiting wood, the 
following is a description of the 
fruit buds of peaches and nec­ 
tarines, almonds and apricots. 
The fruit bud of the peach and 
nectarine are so-called double buds. 
These show on the wood as a pair 
of plump buds paralled to the twig. 
There is a small single bud be­ 
tween them.

The buds of apricots and al­ 
monds are long, pointed buds usu­ 
ally found in dusters, although 
often they are found singly. 
BECAUSE OF THE MILD win­ 
ter, these buds will be weak and 
will shed oft before blooming or 
may not bloom a t all. 
Almonds require very little chil­ 
ling or rest. Therefore the shedding 
of buds may not be too great. 
Apricots have a higher chilling 
requirement than almonds. It Is 
quite possible they will show some 
bud shedding before long. I t is 
quite possible th at the buds may 
bloom but drop without setting. 
Among peaches the Mayflower, 
J. H. Hale, and Phillips are var­ 
ieties most apt to be severely af­ 
fected. Other varieties will be lees 
seriously affected. 
A rather severe bud drop may be 
expected in plums. Beauty plums 
and European plums are included 
% ih" plums. 
Cherry buds as a rule do nci 
drop, but the flower parts will be­ 
come discolored;; and when they 
should be opening, they will shrivel 
and not develop. The buds of pears 
and apples do not shed, but behave 
like the cherry. This behavior may 
lead, the owner to believe he has 
a good set. 
As far as is known, there is n e 
chemical th at will help in bud set­ 
ting In mild winters. To use any­ 
thing Is a waste of tim e and money.
